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The opportunity has unexpectedly been offered to Action is Possible on 
secure action during this session of Congress on the ROTC Property Custody 
custody of military property at ROTC units. As reported 
at the last meeting of the Committee on Relationships of Higher Education to the 
Federal Government on June 23, the House Committee on the Armed Services called 
a brief hearing on H. R. 7734. In its original form, this bill provided for 
relief of state-supported institutions from the obligation of furnishing bond 
for military property. After the hearing, however, the Committee voted to amend 
the bill to provide that the amount of bond for military equipment at any ROTC 
unit should be set at the discretion of the appropriate Secretary--Army, Navy, 
or Air Force. It was indicated that the amounts would be substantially reduced. 


Although the amended bill has been ordered reported, it has not yet actual- 
ly been sent to the floor of the House. It embodies, however, every concession 
that the Department of the Army is willing to make at this time and is, therefore, 
the only version that has a chance of passage before and end of this session of 
Congress by unanimous consent. Because of these circumstances, the Council 
Committee approved the following resolution: 


"The Committee on Relationships of Higher Education 
to the Federal Government feels that the method of handling 
ROTC property used by the Department of the Navy, under 
which property is issued to the custody of the Professor of 
Naval Science with the institution providing safekeeping 
facilities, is the most satisfactory method of handling 
this problem, as it does not involve costly institutional 
bonding for the property and places official custody in the 
hands of those actually responsible for the equipment. 


"The Committee also notes with appreciation the fact 
that the Air Force plans to try the Navy system experimentally 
in 25> units during the coming year. 


"H. R. 7734, dealing with this subject, was brought 
to the attention of the Committee, in the form approved 
by the House Committee on Armed Services. While the 
Committee believes that it would be desirable further to 
amend this bill to require that custody of ROTC property 
be the responsibility of the military command rather than 
of the institution, it recognizes the difficulties involved 
in consideration of such a change this late in the session 
of Congress, believes that passage of H. R. 7734 in its 
present form would be of substantial benefit to the colleges 
and universities, and therefore urges its passage." 


Whether or not action is taken before adjournment will depend in large 
part on the extent to which interest in the bill is expressed to members of Congress 
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by the colleges and universities affected. President Adams of the Council has 
sent copies of the resolution to all members of the Committees on the Armed 
Services of the House and Senate. 


Funds Restored for The State Department Appropriation Bill as signed by 
Educational Exchange the President on June 30 carried the sum of $14,700,000 
for the operation of international educational exchange 

activities in fiscal 1955. This sum is $300,000 less than that originally re- 
quested and approved by the Senate and $5,700,000 more than that approved by the 
House. Officials of the Department of State have indicated that they will have 
broad discretion in determining how the $300,000 cut shall be absorbed and have 
expressed confidence that no essential program will be seriously curtailed. 
Appreciation has been expressed for the wide circulation given to the facts of 
the situation through Vol. III, No. 7 of this Bulletin. 


ROTC Loyalty Oath House conferees won a partial victory when they forced the 

Retained in Bill restoration in modified form of the provision of the Depart- 

ment of Defense Appropriation Bill (P.L. 458) requiring stu- 
dents in basic courses of Senior Division ROTC Units to execute a certificate 


of loyalty. The provision which appears in the Bill as Section 731 reads as 
follows: 


"No part of the funds appropriated herein shall be 
expended for the support of any formally enrolled student 
in basic courses of the senior division, Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, who has not executed a certificate of 
loyalty or loyalty oath in such form as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Defense." 


As suggested in Vol. III, No. 10 of this Bulletin, this section in its 
original form would have presented serious problems for institutions where ROTC 
enrollment is compulsory. The question now is whether or not these difficulties 
can be removed by administrative definition of the phrase, "formally enrolled." 
Officials of the Army and Air Force are studying this problem, and it is probable 


that new regulations on requirements for formal enrollment will be issued before 
the opening of the fall term. 


"Call for Action" There has been a large and continuing demand for copies 
in Second Edition of the Council pamphlet "A Call for Action to Meet the 
Impending Increase in College and University Enrollment" 
which has been offered without charge to institutions of higher learning and 
educational organizations for distribution to interested groups. Of the original 
printing of 15,000 approximately 2,500 remain. The Council intends to reprint 
the pamphlet in an edition of 10,000 in order to meet the continuing demand.

$8,400); professor of mathematics and physics, Quito, Equador (Salary: $6,000 
to $7,300); professor of physics, University of Sind., Hyderabad, India (Salary: 

$6,000 to $7,300). All appointments are for one year but may be renewed. Income 
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tax on these salaries will be reimbursed if levied. 


A number of additional teaching positions in Burma, Ecuador, Egypt, India, 
Indonesia, Iraq, Israel, Liberia, Pakistan, Turkey, Uruguay, and Venezuela are 
listed in another communication from UNESCO. Information about these positions 
may be secured from the Exchange of Persons Programme of UNESCO, 19 Avenue Kleber, 
Paris l6e, France. 


Educational institutions are receiving better Educational Publications 
treatment from the Post Office Department in recent Aided by Post Office 
months with regard to mailing their publications, 
according to information supplied by the American Alumni Council. Regulations 
which college officials have long considered unreasonable are now being re- 
laxed. There are numerous instances in which publications of alumni associa- 
tions are now receiving privileges previously denied to them but granted to 
other types of educational publications. 


A recent specific case involved an alumni directory of the graduates and 
former students of Cooper Union. The trustees had allocated $5,000 for the 
job in hopes of sending it free to all alumni as a record of the many who had 
profited from the concept of tuition-free education at Cooper Union. The 
directory was completed within the budget and the institution was ready to mail 
it out to all its alumni at book rate, when the New York Post Office stepped in. 
A directory is not a book, was the verdict, and this must go parcel post. It 
meant about $1,000 in increased postage, plus a great deal of clerical time in 
sorting out some 7,000 copies by postal zones. At the request of the American 
Alumni Council, the Third Class Mail Division in Washington reviewed the case 
and issued a letter of authorization. The official who made the ruling felt 
that a looser interpretation was justified for educational institutions; that 
the directory, though not "reading matter" in the normal sense, would serve a 
worthy purpose; and that book rate was permissible in such cases. 


Other institutions may desire to request new interpretations on postal 
problems concerning which previous decisions have seemed to them unsatisfactory. 


The Committee on Relationships at its meeting on Attitude Expressed Toward 
June 23 approved a statement prepared in May by the Federal Fine Arts Program 
Council's Special Committee on the Institute of Art 
concerning H. R. 9111, a bill to establish a program of grants to states for 
the development of fine arts programs and projects, to provide for the establish- 
ment of an American National War Memorial Arts Commission, and for other pur- 
poses. The statement had been transmitted in May by President Adams to the 
Special Subcommittee of the House Committee on Education and Labor which was 
holding hearings on the bill. The statement follows: 


The Special Committee on the Institute of Art appointed 
by the American Council on Education after study of the H..R. 
9111 and related proposed legislation, has decided not to 
offer testimony regarding the detailed proposals of this bill. 
The Committee, however, believes that a number of these pro- 
visions authorize functions to be carried on by a National 
War Memorial Arts Commission which, it would appear, might 
better be developed by private organizations or by existing 
federal agencies. The Committee does agree that there is 
at the present time need for a Federal Commission in the

arts, but it feels that at least initially the functions 
of such a Commission should be limited to assembling 
and disseminating facts and to performing general clear- 
ing house activities. 


The opinion of the Committee is that, instead of the 
complicated program outlined in the proposed legislation, 
a modest beginning which would provide for the establish- 
ment of such a clearing-house commission might well be 
approved. It is suggested that such a commission might 
be authorized for a single year with an appropriation 
of $50,000. The Congress might in its discretion extend 
this period and increase the appropriation if the first 
year's operations justified such action. A fact-finding 
commission of this sort might well undertake a compre- 
hensive study of all of the professions dealing with the 
arts in the United States today. Special attention 
should be given to the adequacy of the facilities for 
public and private education in these art fields. The 
Committee recognizes that a Commission of the sort which 
it recommends might well formulate a report that would 
advocate the further development of many of the proposals 
contained in the present bill.
